Masters or Servants, Which? 


Figures released by the General Services Administra¬ 
tion show that Uncle Sam owns 760.4 million acres of 
land—a sizeable part of the land area of the United States. 
The federal government also owns structures and facilities 
in the U.S. costing $.33.4 billion. The greatest portion of 
these comes under the heading of utility systems, power 
development and distribution, flood control and navigation 
which altogether total over $15 billion. 

When one pauses to realize that the federal government 
in its role of landowner and commercial business enterpriser 
is a nontaxpayer, it comes as no surprise that private 
citizens are saddled with a backbreaking tax burden. Every 
time an elected representative of the people or an appointed 
official advocates a federal business undertaking that could 
be carried out by taxpaying, private enterprise, he is pro¬ 
posing a now draft on the energies and earnings of private 
citizens. Either directly or Indirectly, he is pushing toward 
the goal of making government the primary employer of 
U.S. citizens. If this goal should ever be reached, we will 
no longer be entitled to call our elected representatives 
public servants. They will be our masters. 

We hear a lot about socialism—but, all it means is 
that government is landlord and boss. It means a condition 
of economic servitude wholly incompatible with the prin¬ 
ciple of self-government. These are the reasons why we 
should look with a wary eye on any proposal to expand 
government in the electric power business, or any other 
business, for that matter.

Monetary Policeman 

One of the strongest arguments put forth in support 
of the 10 percent surtax recently passed by Congress was 
the need to put our financial house in order so that foreign 
nations would regain confidence in the dollar and thus slow Q' 
the rush to convert foreign-held dollars to gold. There is a 
puzzling contradiction in all this. For years we have been 
told that gold is an anachronism that should be done away 
with in today’s monetary picture. U.S. citizens, in fact, were 
separated from their gold coins many years ago, and the 
gold backing of our money has gradually disappeared. 

The educational process of convincing everyone that 
gold as a medium of exchange is as dead as the Latin 
language is very nearly complete. That is why it is 
disconcerting at this late date to find that gold is playing 
an impressive part in forcing fiscal responsibility on our 
own government which, so far as the ordinary person is 
concerned, has been off the gold standard all these years. 
Apparently, gold is still a monetary policeman which 
governments have failed to rid themselves of as yet.

Postmaster Talks 
Of International 
Holiday Mailing 

In anticipation of in¬ 
creased mailings to other 
countries during the holi¬ 
day season, Postmaster Guy 
Rossi announced today the 
following dates as guide¬ 
lines for Christmas mail¬ 
ings. Taking into considera¬ 
tion the .normal length of 
time of transit, irregularity 
of steamship sailings to 
some destinations (in case 
of surface parcels), customs 
inspection, and other for¬ 
malities that packages con- 
chandise may be subject to 
in the countries of destina¬ 
tion, surface and air pack¬ 
ages should be mailed by 
the following dates to reach 
the addresses before Christ¬ 
mas: 

Canada and Mexico, sur¬ 
face packages Dec. 5, air 
packages Dec. 16; South and 
Central America, Surface 
packages Nov. 15, Air pack¬ 
ages Dec. 14; Europe, Sur¬ 
face packages Nov. 15, Air 
packages Dec. 14; Africa, 
surface packages Nov. 1, 
Air packages Dec. 10; Near 
East, surface packages Nov. 
1, Air packages Dec. 10; Far 
East, surface packages Oct. 
15; Air packages Dec. 10. 

These dates are not to be 
confused' with those given 
relative to deadlines for 
mailings to Armed Forces 
members overseas. 

Letters and greeting cards 
should be posted .no later 
than five days after the 
above dates for delivery in 
in other countries before 
Christmas, said Postmaster 
Rossi. 

All articles should be 
packed in boxes of wood, 
metal, solid fiberboard, or 
strong double faced corru¬ 
gated^ fiberboard. All fiber- 
board boxes should be se¬ 
curely wrapped in heavy 
paper which materially 
strengthens the packages. 
Each box should be well 
tied with strong cord. Suf¬ 
ficient cushioning material 
should be used to prevent 
any rattling or loosening of 
articles within the package 
Unless tightly filled, boxes 
are likely to be crushed. A 
slip showing list of con¬ 
tents, and name and address 
of sender and addressee, 
should be enclosed in the 
parcel.
